He made more 
than 500 short movies, Most of them were filmed іп 
a special studio, equipped with trap doors, mirrors, 
wires, and pulleys, He also developed camera 
effects such as multiple exposures, For a double

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James and the Giant Peach is a new movie that 


rolls into theaters this month. It’s based on the classic book by Roald Dahl. 
NICKELODEON MAGAZINE talked to the director, Henry Selick. 


Nickelodeon Magazine: You used stop-motion 
animation in this movie. What is it? 

Henry Selick: It’s a cousin to regular animation. 
Most animation, like The Lion King or The Ren & 


Stimpy Show, is drawn. Those are cartoons. But stop- 


motion is when three-dimensional objects are pho- 
tographed one frame at a time on movie film. We use 
figures that bend and move. They’re basically like a 


Gumby doll; they have wires in them that let you shape 
them. After each frame, we move them just a little bit. 


When all these photographs are put together in a 
movie, you get the illusion of motion. 


NM: How long does it take to make a stop-motion 


movie? 

HS: It takes one week of work just to make one 
minute of movie time. And that’s with 120 people 
working on it. 


NM: How big аге the figures 
in James and the Giant Peach? 
HS: Lady Bug is the smallest, 
she’s eight inches tall. Grass- 
hopper is the biggest, he’s 17 
inches tall. If they’re too big, 
they fall over; if they’re too 
small, we can’t give them 
enough details. 


NM: How big is the peach? 

HS: There’s not just one. We built more than 

50 peaches. The smallest is three inches. The 
biggest is 20 feet in diameter and weighs more than 
2,000 pounds. 


NM: Who’s your favorite bug? 
HS: I love them all. I like Earthworm. He’s sucha 


coward and pessimist. But by the end, he helps James 
to be confident. 


NM: What's the best thing about working with 
stop-motion figures? 

HS: They don't talk back. Just kidding. The best part 
is that you ean touch your creations. Unlike cartoon 
animation, which is just drawings. 


NM: Can you tell us a secret behind one 

special effect? 

HS: There's a scene (it's not in the book, we added it 
to the story) where Centipede has to 
get a compass from a sunken pirate 
ship. We never filmed underwater. 
We shot the film through what we 
call a “ripple glass," and that makes 
everything look wavy, like you're 
underwater. Then we filmed bubbles 
in water and added them later.
